In a recent issuo of Tho Journal of tlio 


G-rmVm Palestine society, Professor bel- 
z«r of Jena discuses an interesting tomb- 
wnc discovered -U C.usarea, m Palestine 
and which Ilrsc appeared m Le Bevuo 
Biblique, published at Jerusalem. The 
inscription reads: "Monument belonging 
r,o"(or dedicated to) Mary and Lazarus. 
The 1'ingnagu is Greek, und tho inscrip- 
tion dates from tho fourth or fifth contury. 
Tho original editors, tho Dominicans ol 
Jerusalem, thought that it was merely a 
monument of two persons by the names o. 
M<>ry and Lazarus. Golzer, however, is ol 
opinion that tho Biblical persons ot these 
n'imi-s were intended, especially also in 
view'of thu fact that Mary's name pro- 
cedes that of Lazarus. Ho draws atten- 
tion to tho fact that in tho second half of 
the fourth and in tho first half of the fifth 
contury, the discovery of aposcles' and 
prophets' tombs was "a flourishing anil 
manifestly also n lucrative branch ot in- 
dustry." At that period it was claimi-d 
that thc bodies of Joseph, Samuel, /aclia- 
rlah, John the Baptist, and other Biblical 
men woro found, aud many ot those psondo 
rolics woro transported to tho capital city 
of Christendom, Constantinople. It is not 
impossible that.at this period also the pre- 
tended remains of the sistm and broJior 
f-om Bethany wore transported to Casssrca, 
which in tho ante-Chalccdonian period- 
that Is, down to 451—was rho metropoli- 
tan fonter of the church iu adustino.
